PROVIDING AGAINST TROUBLE

———

| Engineers Who Made Report Be-
tween Lodk and S¢a-Lovel Type of
Canal Are Best Men of Their Pro-

fession in'or out of United States.

—_——

WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb, 17—
Any attack made hereafter on the
lock type of the Panama Canal, ac-
cording to the opinion expressed by
President, Roosewelt in a message
transmitting to Congress today the
report made by the engineers who re-
cently  visited .the canal zone with
President-elect Taft, “Is in reality
merely an attack upon the policy of
building any camal at all” The re-
port, in Mr. Roosevelt's opinion,
shows in clearest fashion that the
Congress was wise in the position it
took and that it would be inexcusa-
ble folly to change from the proposed
lock canal to a sea-level eanal.

“1 commend to you” he says to
Congress, “the most careful consid-
eration -of the report. They show that
the only criticism that can be.made of
the work on the itshmus is that
there has sometimes been an almost
excess of caution in ‘providing against
possible trouble. As to the Gatun
dam itself they show that not only is
the dam safe, but that on the whole
the plan already adopted would make
it unnecessarily high asd strong and
accordingly they recommend that
the height be reduced by 20 feet
which change in the plans I have ac-
cordingly directed.”

President Roosevelt ‘says that the
engineers who made the report, “Are
of all the men in their profession
within or without the United States,
the men who are on the whole best
qualified to pass upon these very
questions, which they examined.”

The engineers report that as the
Gatun earth dam was the central
point of discussion they gave it un-
der instructions from Mr. Tait, “First
consideration in the light of all evi-
dence,” and they add that “The type
of dam mow under consideration is
one which meets with our unanimous
approval”

They say they are “Satisfied that
there will be no dangerous or objec-
tionable seepage through the mater-
ials under the base of the dam; nor
are they 50 soft as to be lable to be
pushed aside by the weight of the
proposed dam s0 a8 to cause danger-
ous settlement. We ars also salis-
fied that the material available and
which it is proposed to use are suit-
able and can readily be placed to form
a tight, stable and permancnt dam."

Dams and locks, lock gates and all
other engineering structures involved
in the lock canal project are “Feasible
and safe” according to the engi-
neers, "And they can be depended up-
on to perform with certainty their
respective functions.”

They report that “They do not find
any accasion for exchanging the type
of the canal that has been adopted.
A change to a sen-level plan at the
present time would add greatly to
the cost and time of  construction,
without compensating advantages,
cither in capacity of the camal or
